(Continued from Faffe 1) 
first, the councilmen were told. 

"The freeway program is the 
hlRRest thine of its kind ever ( 
attempted." said Telford," and 
much time and effort has Rone 
into the conclusion!*. It take* 
time to ajtree. We have a sev­ 
en-year backlog; of routes 
adopted this is required for 
freedom in planning." 
He said the hijrhway depart­ 

ment is upending $60,000.000 a 
year on rights-of-way for free­ 
ways.

"When we have finished your 
links, we want you to have some 
place to go." he. said, pointing 
again to the folly of Building 
little sections of the program 
here and there.

On the subject of Los Angeles' 
terror, the downtown inter­ 
change, the group was told the 
routes are hring spread out hy 
the (Golden State and Santa Mon­ 
ica freeways rather than douhle- 
decking the Santa Ana, Harhor, 
Hollywood, and Pasadena routes. 

In a 24-hour period, 200,000 
cars go over the Hollywood-Har­ 
bor lanes.
